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REMARKS 

Original Claims 1-56 in this application have been cancelled and new Claims 57-66 have 
been added. Support for the new claims can be found in the original claims of the parent case. No 
new matter has been added. 

The enclosed filing fee of $1,422.00 has been recalculated in view of the new claims in the 
Preliminary Amendment and with regard to the Applicant's large entity status. 

The Sequence Listing in the present case is identical to that of the parent case Application 
No. 09/396,937. A copy of the Sequence Listing in computer readable form as required by 37 CFR 
1.821(e) was originally submitted in the parent case on September 15, 1999, and a Substitute
